The new homes are part of 
a programme of new 
housing which will deliver 
2,500 new homes in 
Sandwell by March 2015. 

It is part of the HCA’s 
Affordable Homes Pro¬ 
gramme to build 80,000 
affordable homes in 
England by 2015. 

Assad Hamed, of the HCA 
Midlands said: “This agree¬ 
ment will see much-needed 
new homes delivered across 
Sandwell.” 

New buses 
demanded 

AGEING buses in Sandwell 
should be replaced to help 
improve air quality, says a 
councillor. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for jobs and economy, is 
calling for the Sandwell fleet 
to be upgraded. He said 
newer buses would cut air 
pollution and attract more 
people to public transport. 

He added: “Many of 
Sandwell buses are very old 
compared to newer ones we 
see in other parts of the 
region.”

Teenager 
in town 
rioting is 
locked up 

A TEENAGER who threw 
bricks at police during 
rioting in West Bromwich 
has been locked up for 30 
months. 

Darren Carswell, aged 19, 
was part of a gang that 
ripped down a brick wall and 
set bins and a van on fire in 
West Bromwich High Street, 
on August 9, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Amy Jacobs, prosecuting, 
told the court Carswell was 
in a gang of around 30 people 
who took part in distur¬ 
bances. She showed the 
court CCTV which showed 
Carswell shouting at police, 
throwing bricks and pulling 
bins into the road. 

Miss Jacobs said: “He 
fully admitted what he had 
done, and said he did it 
because he wanted to get 
involved.” 

The court heard that at 
the time of the riots Carswell 
was subject to a youth reha¬ 
bilitation order, after being 
found in possession of an 
offensive weapon. 

Carswell, of Young Street, 
West Bromwich, had previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty to a 
charge of violent disorder. 

Heidi Kubik, defending, 
told the court Carswell made 
a full and frank admission, 
and was remorseful. She 
said he suffered from atten¬ 
tion deficit disorder and 
mental health problems. 

Carswell was given 30 
months in a young offend¬ 
ers’ institution. 

Man on stab 
death trial 

THE trial of a man accused 
of stabbing a woman to 
death in broad daylight has 
started. 

David Palmer, 40, is 
accused of the murder of his 
ex-girlfriend Kerry Smith. 

Miss Smith, aged 29, of 
Hanover Road, Rowley 
Regis, died last July after 
she was stabbed in Black- 
heath High Street. 

Palmer, of Mincing Lane, 
Rowley Regis, admits 
manslaughter, but denies 
murder. The trial continues. 
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Taxi bosses forced to lay off drivers 


A TAXI firm in the Black Country 
has been so badly hit by a newly- 
extended taxi rank, that bosses say 
they have had to lay off a quarter of 
their drivers. 

A1 Sandwell and Adelphi Radio 
Cars in West Bromwich had 40 
drivers but now the firm is down to 
just 30. 

The firm’s bosses say they were 
forced to make the decision on jobs 


because of falling trade caused by a 
recently extended hackney carriage 
taxi rank. 

The move means that rival taxi 
firms are getting more customers. 

The firm’s owner Narinder Bahia 
said: “It was very hard because we 
did not want to let anyone go but we 
had no choice - we have not been 
making enough money. ” 

The hackney carriage rank in 


High Street was extended more than 
a year ago. 

It used to be big enough for just 
two cabs but now there are spaces 
for seven drivers. 

Waiting 

Bosses say customers who would 
have previously booked a taxi at 
their base in nearby St Michael’s 
Street are instead getting into the 


hackney cabs waiting at the newly- 
extended rank. Asked if he the firm 
would have to make any more cuts 
Mr Bahia said: “It’s possible. We 
can’t rule it out.” 

One hackney cab driver Stephen 
Baker said he sympathised with the 
firm was facing but insisted hackney 
drivers had done nothing wrong. 

“It’s the nature of the business,” 
he said.

The report said there was 
also a growing concern 
about youths gathering in 
parks and open spaces and 
encouraging their dogs to 
fight. 

It said: “The main issue in 
Birmingham at the present 
time is the control of ad-hoc 
dog fighting in parks and 
other public open spaces. 

“While police respond to 
complaints from members of 
the public, it often proves 
difficult to catch those 
responsible.”

£70,000 revamp planned for country park 


SANDWELL Valley Country Park is 
undergoing a £70,000 revamp as part of 
a nature conservation programme. 

The aim of the work is to improve the land 
around the Forge Mill Lake area of the Tan- 
house Avenue country park. 

It follows Sandwell Council receiving a 
grant from WREN, a body which which 
funds projects which are eligible under the 
Landfill Communities Fund. 

The grant is being used to carry out a 
range of improvements. 

They will include tree planting, woodland 
and wetland management and wildflower 


meadow improvements. The work will also 
include tree thinning around the lake. 

A large amount of overgrown vegetation 
has already been cleared from the island at 
Forge Mill Lake. 

Jo Miskin, projects and community 
liaison officer, said: “The next stage of the 
island work at Forge Mill Lake is clearance 
of vegetation on the banks of the lake oppo¬ 
site the island. 

“We are trying to encourage ground¬ 
nesting birds on to the island and heavily 
vegetated banks with tall trees will not help 
us to achieve this 


“The more sparce, the better. On a nearby 
wildflower meadow we will also be removing 
vegetation.” 

Jo added: “The meadow is fantastic for 
wildflowers, but is getting smaller each 
year.” 

Programme 

Jo explained that as hawthorn scrub had 
encroached, the meadow had been reduced 
by over 60 per cent of its original size over 
the last 20 years. 

“The removal of hawthorn scrub will 
benefit insects which rely on wildflowers.” 


It is also planned to improve the shrub¬ 
bery at Jubilee Woods by the side of Swan 
Pool. 

As part of the improvement programme of 
work a 3,280 foot stretch of footpath around 
the lake linking Forge Mill Farm with the 
RSPB Nature Centre, has been improved. 
This work was funded by the Environment 
Agency and has improved disabled access. 

Sandwell Valley Country Park was once 
the site of Sandwell Priory. It was developed 
as a country park in the 1960s.

Shopping centre to get £5m facelift 


A GLEAMING glass entrance will 
front West Bromwich High Street 
under ambitious £5 million plans 
which were approved. 

The face of the Queens Square 
shopping centre is in line for a lift, 
with a new glass entrance and lorry 
area to provide a “signature 
entrance”. Planning chiefs in 
Sandwell approved the scheme. The 
work is intended to bring it in line 


with the £200 million Tesco develop¬ 
ment in the town. 

The changes will see the windows 
of the centre’s first floor blocked up, 
where Poundland is, and includes 
taking out existing entrance doors 
and building new glazed screens. 

Officers at the authority’s urban 
design department highlighted 
during the planning process the lack 
of lighting at the entrance. 


Planners decided the nature of 
the entrance would generate enough 
attention. 

Case officer John Dadd said: 
“These proposals are part of a long¬ 
term improvement strategy for the 
town centre and although small in 
terms of the overall shopping centre, 
would bring significant improve¬ 
ment to the entrances of the shop¬ 
ping centre.” 


The new Queens Square atrium 
entrance will replace the canopy in 
the middle of the High Street. Per¬ 
mission has already been granted to 
pull down the steel structure. 

Its removal will provide greater 
continuity of the market presence, 
and the removal of a pigeon roost. 

Sandwell Council’s jobs and 
economy chief, Ian Jones, welcomed 
planners’ decision.

“The blog was always 
intended to be a place for 
employees. Therefore, with 
regret, I have decided to 
remove the blog from public 
view on the internet either 
by migrating it onto the 
council’s intranet or placing 
it behind a secure firewall.” 

The decision followed an 
Express & Star report that 
one worker had suggested a 
free “duvet day” to cut down 
on sickness absence, while 
another called for a bonus 
day’s leave as a reward for 
consistent attendance.

“The mortgages we plan 
to offer will be sensible and 
affordable, not the type of 
reckless mortgages that 
some of banks and building 
societies used to offer. 

Confidence 

“This scheme will also 
help people who are looking 
to buy new homes that we 
know are being built in 
Sandwell and encourage 
new house building too by 
giving developers confi¬ 
dence.” 

Councillor Eling hopes 
the scheme will be up and 
running this summer. 

Stafford Borough Council 
recently set up a scheme 
with Lloyds TSB so first¬ 
time buyers could get help 
raising a deposit. 

Dudley Council is not 
offering mortgages but the 
authority has introduced a 
small business loans fund 
with the Black Country Re¬ 
investment Society.

changes 

approved 

CHANGES to a red route 
between Tipton and 
Oldbury have been 
approved. 

The experimental scheme 
came into force along the 
A457 in July last year and is 
in place for 18 months before 
a final decision is made on it. 

After the trial period, 
Sandwell Council will con¬ 
sider variations before 
making the order perma¬ 
nent. 

But the borough’s neigh¬ 
bourhoods boss Councillor 
Derek Rowley has been 
asked to consider three 
amendments to the route, 
and they have been 
approved. 

The amendments will see 
parking provision for goods 
vehicles delivering to Arnold 
Laver Timber World in 
Dudley Road, Oldbury.

Councillor Rowley has 
also approved a proposal to 
allow a kerbside parking bay 
in Dudley Road. It is hoped 
the amendments will reduce 
inconvenience to businesses 
without affecting traffic 
flow.

Police operation cracks down on metal thieves

SOME £700 worth of BT cable was seized 
and scrap wagons stopped in a crackdown on 
metal thieves in the Black Country. 

A series of police-led operations was 
carried out in Wolverhampton, Walsall and 
Sandwell alongside representatives from 
BT, the Vehicle and Operator Services 
Agency, the Environment Agency and 
trading standards. 

A number of scrap merchants were visited 
in Wolverhampton, and officers recovered 
seven Virgin Media Hawker energy batter¬ 
ies and £700 worth of BT cable. 

Other items recovered included shopping 
trolleys and gas bottles. 


Meanwhile, 50 vehicles were stopped and 
checked by police officers around the city, 
with one seized for having no insurance and 
two drivers fined for having illegal tyre 
treads. 

Three men in a vehicle were arrested on 
suspicion of possession of drugs and later 
cautioned. 

A 34-year-old man was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of theft from shops and stores. 

Officers from Walsall visited nine scrap 
merchant dealers in the borough, and nine 
vehicles were served with prohibition 
notices. 

In Sandwell, scrap merchants were 


visited and one was reported for working 
outside licence agreements. 

A vehicle was also seized in Charles 
Street, Smethwick, for having no insurance. 

The Central Motorway Police Group and 
Force Traffic Unit assisted the policing 
operations, which were carried out all over 
the West Midlands, and checked more than 
14,000 vehicles using automatic number 
plate recognition technology. 

This resulted in 40 vehicles being stopped 
and 23 drivers receiving fixed-penalty 
tickets for various offences. 

Det Chief Insp Angie Whitaker, West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s force lead for Operation Steel, 


said: “Partnership work and pro-active 
policing is the key to tackling the issue of 
metal thefts. 

“We have seen a reduction in the number 
of victims of metal-related criminality” she 
added. 

“This day of action builds on the success 
of previous operations, and we will use intel¬ 
ligence gathered throughout the year to 
target offenders. 

“All affected industries are now working 
together to deal with the associated prob¬ 
lems, and nationally the debate is ongoing as 
to how we can strengthen legislation to help 
deal with rogue scrap metal recyclers.”

The last report stated how many went through the doors. 
It is supposed to be an arts centre. The majority were there 
for meetings, forums and public meetings, not for arts. 
Removing grants and council handouts, it is still not out of 
the red after all these years. 

With Government cuts the council has to make cutbacks 
and job losses. They are also reducing the amount paid to 
Sandwell Homes. This creates cuts and job losses for them, 
but more important, it reduces services to their tenants, 
and £1.1 million has been taken away from the supporting 
people programme. This includes the warden service to the 
disabled and infirm. 

Now is the time for councillors to swallow their pride and 
start diverting capital from the failed arts centre to support 
real people that need their help. That’s what you were 
elected to do, look after the welfare of the residents of 
Sandwell, not a pipe dream that’s gone wrong.

Library remembers legend 


THE next stage of Sandwell 
Council plans to streamline 
operations will save £750,000 a 
year. 

Authority chiefs have completed the 
first stage of their office accommodation 
strategy, under which workers were relo¬ 
cated from four sites in West Bromwich 
to save on rent and business rates and 
other bills. 

Those changes saw 400 workers move 
into Sandwell Council House and are 
saving £1.5 million a year. 

The next stage will see homes and 
communities move out of Smethwick 
Council House, and into the Council 
House in Oldbury. 

Timetable 

The children and families department 
will move out of Crystal House in Smeth¬ 
wick, and Metsec House in Oldbury, and 
into the space vacated in Smethwick 
Council House. Bosses hope the moves 
will be complete next year. The council 
needs to save £75m by 2015. 

Council Chief Executive Jan Britton 
said work was progressing on the details 
of the moves but they would save nearly 
£750,000 per year in rent. 

He added: “The timetable is still being 
worked on, and it’s all subject to cabinet 
approva, but the target is to complete 
these moves by this time next year.” 

The scheme will eventually see around 
1,300 staff based at the Council House in 
Freeth Street in Oldbury.

Keeping the classics of 
silent era In limelight 


DUE to the release of 
Oscar-winning film The 
Artist silent films have been 
making a big noise with 
moviegoers, leaving audi¬ 
ences clamoring for more. 

In the early days of cinema 
Charlie Chaplin comedies, feature- 
length westerns and cliff-hanging 
serials were all on the 1921 playlist 
at Mr John Revill’s Limelight 
Cinema, Hart’s Hill and is now pre¬ 
served as one of the exhibits at the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

The family-run cinema offered 
tickets for tuppence ha’penny and 
fivepenny a show. 

On Saturday mornings locals 
would queue outside the Limelight 
to buy their penny tickets for the 
children’s matinee. 

Mr Revill built the Limelight 
Cinema next to his house, in his 
spare time, at a cost of £130.

Tucked away behind a row of 
houses in Vine Street, the cinema 
brought in an extra £2 a week on top 
of Mr Revill’s regular income as an 
engineer at Cartwright & Crad¬ 
dock. 

Andrew Lovett, Director and 
Chief Executive of Black Country 
Living Museum said: “All the family 
would be involved. Mrs Revill sold 
the tickets. Mr Revill and nephew 
Leslie Ball operated the projectors 
and eldest daughter, Maud, pro¬ 
vided the soundtrack - using a 
wind-up gramophone.” 

In 1926 Mr Revill extended the 
cinema, installing 18 tip-up seats 
and two gas radiators to provide a 


little extra comfort. The projection 
room was enlarged and the two old 
projectors traded in for two Kamm 
models, a Motiograph and an 
Ememann. 

In 1927 Warner Brothers released 
The Jazz Singer which was 
regarded as the first of the talkies. 

The writing was on the wall for 
the Limelight cinema. In 1929 
profits fell and by June of that year 
the Limelight cinema had made 
losses of more than £12. Luxury 
cinemas had opened in Dudley and 
Brierley Hill, and after a disastrous 
first week in July John Revill closed 
the doors on the Limelight. 

BCLM bought the cinema in 
August 1993 and its new home 
closely resembles the original Hart’s 
Hill setting. The interior has been 
refitted as closely as possible to how 
it looked after the 1926 extension 
was built. The original internal 
colour scheme has been reapplied 
and replica benches created.

The proposed £11m centre could become a new landmark in Smethwick 


Music night boosts funds for charity 


THIS is how a new £11 million 
health complex in Smethwick 
could look if plans get the go- 
ahead. 

Regeneration bosses hope the centre 
will transform land between High Street 
and Tollhouse Way, and provide 140 jobs. 

With multi-coloured glass panels, the 
three-strorey building would become 
home to charity Sandwell Asian Family 
Support Service, as well as having com¬ 
munity facilities, healthcare spaces, 
shops, specialist care provision spaces, 
offices, and terraces. 

Sandwell Asian Family Support 
Service chief executive Poppy Dhatt 
said: “This is something we have been 
working on for years. So to get the ball 
rolling, it’s fantastic.” 

The service supports people with 
learning difficulties, as well as health 
organisation Pathfinder Healthcare 
Developments. 

Excited 

Pathfinder chief executive Dee Kynes 
said: “We are so excited. We are thrilled 
to bits to be doing this. 

“It’s an opportunity to put health at 
the centre of the community and break 
down barriers in an area that has tradi¬ 
tionally suffered from poor health.” 

Project bosses claim the development 
would create a “real landmark at the end 
of Smethwick High Street”. 

About 140 people would be employed 
at the building. Proposals for the ground 
floor include a hub supporting people 
with a range of long-term health condi¬ 
tions as well as a hall, meeting rooms and 
a community cafe, plus three shops. 

Sandwell Council is set to make a deci¬ 
sion on the application by June and if 
successful staff from Sandwell Asian 
Family Support Service will relocate 
from offices in High Street.

Stefan Halloran, of Farley Road, 
Greets Green, organised the evening 
of entertainment and music at Greets 
Green Sports and Social Club.

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Traffic problems behind 
council’s carwash refusal 


PROPOSALS for a new hand car wash 
and sales forecourt on a busy road linking 
Brierley Hill to the Merry Hill shopping 
centre have been thrown out by council¬ 
lors, who claimed it would increase traffic 
problems. 

Dudley Council also said the business 
would allow dirty water to flow into 
drains and the street. 

The overgrown site, off Level Street, is 
part of land earmarked for a major regen¬ 
eration scheme in the Black Country 
town near The Waterfront. 

Members of the council’s development 
control committee decided to go against 
officers’ recommendations and refused 
the temporary three-year proposal for the 


site at a planning meeting. Firms operat¬ 
ing nearby had lodged objections to the 
proposals stating there would be insuffi¬ 
cient parking spaces for staff and cus¬ 
tomers. 

Similar proposals had been rejected by 
the authority last May - a decision upheld 
on appeal to the Planning Inspectorate. 

But planning officers analysing the 
new application claimed the problems 
with drainage from the site had been 
addressed. 

Members decided to refuse the applica¬ 
tion on the grounds that the extensive 
works needed to create suitable drainage 
on the land would not make a three-year 
approval appropriate.

ANN Smith was in her 50s 
when she went to her front 
door with her shopping bag to 
go out one day - and could go 
no further.

THE business base in Sandwell 
is growing faster than nearly 
everywhere else in the country, 
with higher than average rates 
of new start-ups. 

It was beaten only by Coventry and 
Birmingham. 

The findings are from a survey by 
information firm Experian. One of the 
new Sandwell firms is Spintec Ltd, 
which specialises in metal spinning in 
Brickhouse Lane, West Bromwich. Andy 
Taylor, one of three partners, said the 
borough had three strong points - 
central location, low transport costs and 
skilled metal workers. 

He said the business had doubled 
turnover to £480,000 in two years and 
they wanted to take on two trainees. 

UK order books of firms in the 
borough are also growing, research 
shows. 

One firm, Hadley Industrial Holdings, 
increased turnover by nearly a quarter 
last year to around £75 million, despite 
dips in work in the Middle and Far East. 

The borough is also one of the worst 
places in the UK for business insolvencies. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper said he was delighted at the 
start-up rate for new businesses, and the 
survey showed Sandwell’s resilience in 
the face of the economic downturn. 

In 2011, 269 firms went into adminis¬ 
tration in Sandwell, a rise of 2.3 per cent 
on 2010 - the second worst in the 
country.

Time to get sowing 
your vegetable seeds 



You can still catch up with planting onion 
sets even if March turns out to be cold 


APRIL is the month when it’s all systems go and sowing 
seeds is at its peak. If March was colder than average 
you can always catch up with sowing of parnips, peas, 


onions, summer cabbages 
possible. 

Later in the month you can sow 
seeds of leeks, Brussels sprouts 
and autumn cabbage in short rows 
in a seedbed ready for transplant¬ 
ing to their final position later. 

For all sowings in soil it pays to 
improve the soil structure of the 
seedbed with a soil conditioner or 
bags of Miracle-Gro Organic 
Choice Peat-Free Compost.

WORK has started on a £13.8 
million expansion of Wednes- 
bury’s Midland Metro depot. 

The scheme which will create 15 jobs 
will see the Metro Centre at Potters 
Lane updated, ready to receive 20 new 
trams as part of the £128m expansion of 
the line. 

There will be a 138ft-extension to the 
east of the existing maintenance shed 
and four new stabling sidings. 

There will be a separate testing and 
commissioning shed as well as upgrades 
to the existing overhead line, infrastruc¬ 
ture and communications, and a new 
substation at Colliery Road in West 
Bromwich. 

Work is due for completion in summer 
2013. 

The Government gave the go-ahead in 
February for work to start on a 0.8 mile 
extension from Snow Hill to New Street 
station in the heart of Birmingham city 
centre which will also see a new tram 
fleet. 

The expansion of the Metro will mean 
1,300 new jobs and be worth £50m ayear 
to the regional economy. 

Councillor Tom Ansell, lead member 
for rail and Metro for Centro, said: “This 
is an exciting development for the 
Midland Metro.” 

The first new tram is due to come into 
service in February 2014. The city centre 
extension with the full new fleet is due to 
be in service from March 2015.

Audi sets pace in battle for prized saloon market 


THE BATTLE for sales in the premium 
mid-sized family saloon market is intense, 
with the majority of customers choosing 
one of three German makes - Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes. 

These three makes accounted for 93 per cent of UK 
premium sales in the UK last year and the competition 
is getting hotter all the time. Audi is first off the start¬ 
ing block with a new Audi A4 saloon and Avant (estate) 
model and shortly BMW will introduce a new 3-Series. 

While the new A4, like all new models is slightly

bigger than the outgoing version, the most significant 
changes are in the engine range. 

Audi is now putting more economical and friendly 
green engines into the A4 range - and there are 110 dif¬ 
ferent models to choose from! Average fuel consump¬ 
tion overall is dropped by 11 per cent and torque has 
also been increased making some of the petrol engines 
very competitive with the diesel versions. 

In all there are three petrol engines and six diesel 
engines. They are all turbocharged and all feature the 
economy start/stop and recuperation systems. 

The most exciting engine, a new 1.8 litre petrol TFSI 
engine pushing out 170 PS was not available for test 
driving at the recent Audi launch, On paper it emits 21 
per cent less C02 than its predecessor attracting a 
VED of £115 a year and running costs of around 43p 
per mile. The official combined mpg figure is around 49 
but that of course is in perfect conditions. 

The diesel range starts with a 134 bhp 2.0 litre four 
cylinder TDI unit that averages 64 mpg, with C02 
emissions of 116 g/km placing it in band C for Vehicle 
Excise Duty. The rest of the range takes in 2.0 TDI 
163PS, a 177 PS version and two very hot 3.0 litre TDI 
engines pushing out up to 245PS. For those who want 


a really ‘hot’ version to rival the BMW M3 there will be 
a RS 4 version in September this year. 

On my road test of the various vehicles the 2 litre 
diesel engines were definitely the most enjoyable to 
drive and are so competent they almost make the 3.0 
litre versions redundant. They offer plenty of power 
ranging from 136PS to 177PS with achoice of six-speed 
manual or multitronic gearboxes. There are Quattro 
four wheel drive versions offered with seven speed S 
tronic twin-clutch also available. Standard equipment 
highlights include 3-zone climate control, cruise 
control, Bluetooth and light and rain sensors. There 
are also the usual three pages of Audi optional extras 
at extra cost! 

The new model feature a new looking bonnet and 
front bumper, with redesigned radiator grille and head¬ 
lamps The cars all feature a new improved electro¬ 
mechanical power steering which makes the car easy to 
manoeuvre at low speeds. 

The cabin is excellent and one of the car’s high 
points; it is elegant and sophisticated. The dash sweeps 
round the driver. There’s a new steering wheel to 
choose from, a new ignition key and the navigation 
system has been much improved with just four buttons 
instead of the confusing eight. Overall there is more 
room in the cabin than in the outgoing model. Only 
minus points are the pedals which are still off-set to the 
right.Across the range the price increase for the new 
models is £200. Prices start at £23,625 for the SE

The new generation of 
badge snobs is growing 


Analysis from Glass’s, the val¬ 
uation expert, has revealed 
that the current generation of 
motorists has moved away 
from the mass-market sector 
with sales of ‘prestige’ car 
marques such as BMW, Mer¬ 
cedes and Audi now making 
up a quarter of all new car 
sales in the UK. 

This is compared to just 10 per cent 
of sales 20 years ago, suggesting we are 
increasingly becoming a nation of 
badge snobs, happy to pay a premium 
to get the ‘right’ brand of car. 

However, it is not just the prestige 


sector which is capturing the imagina¬ 
tion of a generation of motorists - the 
‘value’ sector has also made huge gains 
in recent years, with market share of 
budget brands such as Skoda and 
Hyundai increasing 400 per cent. 

Scrappage 

This ever-growing sector now makes 
up 10 per cent of new car sales - com¬ 
pared to just two per cent 20 years ago. 

However, the vast majority of 
growth in this sector has been as a 
result of the scrappage scheme which 
allowed already ‘budget’ cars to be pur¬ 
chased with a further £2,000 off their 
list price - meaning that many could, 
for the first time, afford to buy a brand 
new car. Adrian Rushmore, Glass’s 


managing editor, explains: “Britons 
increasingly want to be ‘individual’ in 
their choice of car - many mass market 
cars are seen as ‘same again’ and just 
aren’t as distinctive or appealing 
enough. 

“Many consumers still have a per¬ 
ception that mass market cars aren’t 
built to last in the same way the pres¬ 
tige car marques are, despite the 
strides that all manufacturers have 
made in this area in recent years. 

“Added to this, more affordable 
models from prestige brands have 
emerged in recent years with Mercedes 
offering the A-Class, Audi offering the 
A1 and BMW offering the 1 Series.”

Reserve of resilience 
as Baggies ride luck

THIS match will have seemed 
awfully familiar to Albion fans. 

The team in blue made all the running, 
played most of the football and created the 
majority of the chances yet could only 
emerge with one point to show for their 
efforts. 

But the 4,600 Baggies fans who travelled 
on Saturday saw this display come, not from 
Roy Hodgson’s men, but from struggling 
Wigan. 

Albion’s biggest Premier League away fol¬ 
lowing will remember those depressing 
ingredients oh so well, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

And they will have left the DW Stadium 
thankful that, at long last, the boot is often 
on the other foot. 

Hodgson’s side failed to turn on the style 
for the massed ranks of fans who journeyed 
up the M6 as, six days after their winning 
run was ended by Manchester United, the 
Baggies struggled to rediscover the stun¬ 
ning form of the previous month. 

Oddest 

But they still departed with another 
useful point towards their Premier League 
survival from the oddest of draws that 
showed two things. 

Firstly, it suggested the Latics are sliding 
towards relegation. If they cannot win 
games they dominate so emphatically, they 
will struggle to emerge successful from their 
safety mission. 

And secondly, it proved the Baggies now 
have the reserves of resilience and ability to 
ride their luck that they have not possessed 
at any previous stage of their Premier 
League history. 

On another day, or against different oppo¬ 
nents, a much-changed side might have 
returned to the West Midlands on the back 
of a hammering, pursued by a fleet of free 
coaches populated by angry supporters won¬ 
dering why they bothered. 


Instead they returned a point closer to 
their target after a result that, given the 
pummelling they endured, left them feeling 
like they had collected on a 500/1 Chel¬ 
tenham accumulator. 

It was Wigan old-boy Paul Scharner who, 
with a heavy heart, bit the hand that used to 
feed him with a second-half Albion equaliser 
to push his former employers nearer to the 
end of the Premier League adventure in 
which he played such a memorable role. 

Scharner kept his celebrations subdued 
out of respect for the club that gave him the 
break he craved. Yet the Austrian will, in a 
quiet moment, surely reflect on how his 
current employers have been successful in 
leapfrogging his old one in the top flight 
pecking order. 

The positive evolution of the playing staff 
since Dan Ashworth took up the office of 
sporting director, combined with Hodgson’s 


sure hand on the tiller in the last year, has 
driven the club forward to a point where 
they can now wheedle points from even the 
most unlikely scenarios. 

Saturday’s clash certainly qualified as an 
unlikely source of Baggies points after an 
opening period in which they were driven 
backwards by the home side’s novel system, 
their slick passing and their desperation for 
victory. Hodgson’s men should have been 
beaten by half-time but had the hosts’ 
dreadful finishing and the brilliance of Ben 
Foster to thank for being on level terms. 

Franco Di Santo could have bagged a hat- 
trick in the opening six minutes, sending 
two difficult opportunities high and wide 
before scooping a glorious chance over the 
crossbar. On 17 minutes the woodwork 
came to the visitors’ rescue as they failed to 
block a cross from the left and Emerson 
Boyce steamed in at the far post to head 


against the crossbar. The Latics break¬ 
through arrived 10 minutes after the inter¬ 
val as Nicky Shorey and Thomas allowed 
Victor Moses to weave in from the right and 
cross into the goalmouth, where James 
McArthur hit the target. But 10 minutes 
later it was all square against the odds as 
Scharner headed in Chris Brunt’s corner. 

The closing stages were marred by an ugly 
melee that saw Thomas and Youssouf 
Mulumbu booked when they could have 
seen red for raising their hands. 

And there was still time for two more let- 
offs for the Baggies, first when Mohamed 
Diame scuffed wide and then when Foster 
made another smart save to prevent a 
Gareth McAuley own goal.

CLUB DOCTOR'S CAI1 
OVER MEDICAL RULES 


ALBION doctor Mark Gillett has called for all 
of football to adopt Premier League medical 
rules in the wake of Bolton player Fabrice 
Muamba’s cardiac arrest. 

The Baggies’ medical chief dismissed calls for extra heart 
screening in the top flight and insisted football should focus 
on spreading Premier League regulations down to the 
grassroots game and into European competition. 


Gillett, a former accident 
and emergency consultant, 
helped the FA draw up 
guidelines adopted by the 
Premier League in the wake 
of Chelsea goalkeeper Petr 
Cech’s skull fracture in 
2006. 

Muamba’s collapse during 
Bolton’s FA Cup game at 
Tottenham on Saturday led 
to calls for six-monthly heart 
screening to replace the 
current tests that take place 
on players every two years. 

But Gillett said: “The 
Premier League doctors 
were advised by the top 
experts in the country that, 
as guys reached skeletal 
maturity, the optimum time 
to do the cardiac screening is 
once every two years. 

Prudent 

“There is no advantage to 
doing it every six months. 
You’re not going to pick up 
things that develop over that 
period of time. 

“We need to focus on 
making sure the type of 
access that Muamba had, to 
have somebody pump on his 
chest and give him electric¬ 
ity, is disseminated through¬ 
out the lower leagues and 
age-group football rather 
than screening players twice 
a year, which is of no prudent 
benefit whatsoever.” 

Gillett drew up the FA 
guidelines following Cech’s 
collision with Wolves winger 
Stephen Hunt - then a

Reading player. Gillett, who 
was then a clinical director 
at Birmingham’s Good Hope 
Hospital, devised the exam 
for emergency treatment 
which all Premier League 
doctors and physios must 
now pass. 

He stressed chest pains 
suffered by Baggies striker 
Shane Long in recent weeks 
were completely different to 
Muamba’s problem. 

“Shane has pericarditis, 
which affects the lining of 
the heart and the most likely 
thing is that Shane had a 
low-level viral infection 
from a cold,” said Gillett. 

“It didn’t put him at risk 
of any sudden cardiac event 
like Muamba has had and 
Shane has completely recov¬ 
ered.” 

Muamba has continued to 
make progress. 

■ Striker Peter 
Odemwingie is set to return 
to action in time for 
Sunday’s Hawthorns clash 
with Newcastle. 

The Nigeria international 
missed Saturday’s draw at 
Wigan with a calf strain but 
was expected to make a 
return to training.
